For, I being in company with one Mr. Cotton a 7eſuit, and Mr. ones 
a Secular Prieſt, at one Townley's houle in Wild-ſireet, 1 heard them 
manage a Diſcourſe concerning the ſtate of their Religion in former 
times, and the ſudden change and ejedtion thereof, by the Powers then 
ruling in our Land, and introducing Proteſtancy in its room, Cotton

Theſe are fome-of the Pranks of the Jeſuites ; which they a## 
againſt thoſe who croſs their purpoſes , ſo thar if they obje& (canda- 
lows Prattices to the Seculars, before the Reformation, they may juſtly re 
tort theſe-more ſecret, yer moſt + pernicious evils praftiſed by them. 
When the Apoſtle reckons up 'the Evils of the laſt times, 2 Tim. 3. 
he doth nor inſtance in 'whoredoms, adulteries, murders, &c. but in a more 
refined Brood of ſpiritual wickedneſſes , ſelf-lorve , beadineſs , high-minded- 
neſs, &c. intimaring thereby, that thele inviſible evils are of more 
dangerous concernment, as being reſerved for the very dreggs and: lees 
of time, and are indeed the ſource and fountam, whence all outward 
groſs and enormous prattices do proceed: from which the modern brood of 
theſe Ignatian brethren are not wholly free, as well as the 4rrian: Hence it 
is a part of their Diſcipline, to ſend them out by couples in an Apiſh imis 
tation'of Chriſt, ſending out his Diſciples ; but it is done by them on 
this Ground, that, uſually coupling one deboiſt with one more ſober, 
the manners of one might influence the conTerſation of the other, though 
i too often happens, that the worſe doth corrupt the better, and nor 
the better reform the worſe : ſo Husbandmen couple an untam'd Cult 
to a ſtay'd-Horſe, that they may draw the better. Such mendicant pairs 
of Fryers beyond the Seas, do. uſually wheedle and inſinuate them- 
ſelves into & company of ſuch of the Engliſh Nation, as they meet 
with, eſpecially of young Gentlemen, and upon pretence of being 
their ( ountrey-men , and of expreſling civility towards them , they 
draw them into the Harlots houſes,and other places of ill fame, where it is 


often found, they are chowſed of their money, and theſe Religious decoyes 
go ſnips with the Cheaters. 


I ſhall nor mention the later faults and anjeſtures of the Jeſuites, 
which, are deteFted by the Author of the Provincial Letters, and by the 
Janſeniſts ; neither (hall I relate, what bandyings there are betwixt 
them, ſome to accuſe, others to windicate ; being reſolved not to engage 
any further in matter of controyerſie, ſave only to mention ſome par- 
ticular opinions, ( wherein they differ) anon; only ro what I have al- 
ready, or may herein, further do, for the diſplaying the pride of the

Elizabeth, which though atime of /uffering amongſt them, yet did not 


a whit abate their zeal for ſuperiority and prebeminence, The ſtory is

; In the dayes of Queen Elizabeth ſeveral Secular Prieſts of the Roman 
Communion, were put inPrifon atWwubich Caſtle, the Queen being loth 
ro execute the ſeverity of the Laws againſt them, meerly upon the ac- 
count of their Religion, intending only to hinderthe js wo of their 
erroneous opinions, but ro do no other injury to their perſons, ſave barely to 
confine them ; here they lived, in the pradtice of their own Religion, in 
Unity and Concord among themſelves, until one Father Edmonds, alias
